A DARING BURGLAR. 


Esc»p»des Worthy of the Famoni Jank 


Sheppard of Tore. 


A burglar named Hackett exhibited 


abilities that were worthy of Mr. John 
Sheppard. 
He had been arrested on 


suspicion of participation in a very 
daring burglary, and also for an assault 
on a policeman named Storey. He was 
locked up 
in 
one 
of 
tbe 
cells 


of the Marlborough Police Court, 
secured by one of Chubb's patent locks 
and two out?ide bolts. When the jailer 
went to the cells to take the man before 
the sitting magistrate at eleven in the 
morning the bird was flown. On the 
Derby Day that year the policeman 
Storey saw him in a chaise cart gtfing 
over London Bridge. After long pur- 
suit and a dreadful fight he was cap- 
tured, and received a sentence of fifteen 
years' transportation at the Old Bailey. 
At Newgate he made another attempt 
to escape, but his plan was discovered 
He was then conveyed to the Model 
Prison at Pentonvilfe, where he was 
detected cutting through the bars of 
his prison. Extra precautions were 
taken in the case of such a noted 
prisoner. 
They proved, to be in 


vain. 
On Sunday evening Hack- 


ett 
went 
to 
divine 
service 
in 


the prison chapel. He had managed 
to conceal about him the sheets and 
rope of his bed, the spring of the cell 
floor fastened into a "jimmy," and a 
metal weight. As soon as he entered 
his compartment of the chapel—which 
seems not to have been overlooked by 
any of the prison warders, as ought to 
have been the case—he forced up the 
flooring, got under the gallery, broke" 
his way through a zinc ventilator, and 
gained a small closet. He then gol 
through a window, over a parapet wall, 
along which he walked until he climbed 
tiie roof the Governor's house, six feet 
above the wall. He then got rid of his 
convict clothing—always the surest 
means of detection—except shirt and 
trousers, andanoceedcd in sliding down 
a gable-ond wall into the street. The 
following evening he sent the follow- 
ing letter to the Governor of the jail: 
"George Hackett presents his compli- 
ments to the Governor of the Model 
Prison", Pentonville, and begs to ap- 
prise him of his happy escape from the 
jail. He is in excellent spirits, and 
can assure the Governor that it would 
be useless for his men to pursue him; 
that he is quite safe, and in a few dny.s 
intends to proceed to the Continent 
that he may recruit his health."—All 
the Year Itviind.

Man Who Wronged 


Kuhue Must Qo to 


Penitentiary. 


NEW ORI.KANS, March 2.—In Ihe Su- 


preme Court yesterday Judge Manning- 
decided the case of tlse State azainst 
Tlieo. G. Boasso, on appeal from the 
Criminal District Court for the 1'arish 
of 
Orleans. 
The defendant appealed 


from a sentence of fourteen, years' im- 
prisonment at hard labor," upon convic- 
tion of having passed as true a forged 
marriage certificate purporting to have 
been shined and issued by Judge Win. 
Vorhees of the second city conrt tn T. J. 
Boaaso and Mary Kathcrine Kuhue. 


The case of Boasso caused quite a sen- 


sation at the lime. He was a leading 
politician of the lower city district, divid- 
ing with Judge Thomas A. Ford, now 
serving a twcnty-year-lerni in Ihe peni- 
tentiary for the murder of A. II. Mtirphy, 
the control of the delegates from that 
section in the lust parish convention. In 
recognition of his services for and fealty 
to the Hon..jJ.ValsmGuil!oth, the mayor, 
the latter, upon assuming ofrle;-, appoint- 
ed him chief of detectives of the city po- 
lice. He was of a reckless disposition, 
and, although a married man, he won the 
affections of a young German girl named 
Mary Katherine Kuhnc.aud by means of a 
forged marriage certificate inveigled her 
into marrying him. 


When the girl discovered that she had 


been betrayed, she resolved to kill Boas- 
so, and almost suoceeded, for she shot 
him the breast, and he lay severely 
wounded for several days. 
On his re- 


covery from the wound Boasso was by 
the usual process brought to trial for for- 
gery, and was eventually sentenced to 
fourteen years at hard labor. The decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court yesterday con- 
firms the sentence of the lower court, and 
now Boasso goes to the State penitentiary 
to meet Judge Ford and serve out his sen- 
tence.

Warm Their Hounes-A Mexican D.lndy 
and His Costume. 


(Speclsl Comspond^oce.l 


CITT OF MEXICO, Feb 12.—I have a lovely 


room on the azoteo roof. 
All roofs are flat 


In this country, as in Havana. 
Oc. tbe 


south side is a public garden, fillsd with 
trees and flowers—laden though with dust 
I should think they have even lea rain here 
in the dry season than in Havana. Th t sun 
may satin dark clouds, rise in haavy clouds, 
and during the day dark clouds may cover 
th8 sky, and I say: "it will rain in a short 
time, will it not? I had batter not go out." 
The answer always is: "Oh, no, it never 
rains at this season." )th arausin? to see 
with what confidence they speak, when the 
signs are all to the contrary. They add: 
"It maypsnow. but it will not; rain'' To 
hear them predict snow when the leaves ara 
green, and wtti one's hands full of violets 
just gathered from the gardan, is as in- 
credible to one as that the clouds do not 
portend rain. 


The houses belong-Ins; to th» wealthy clasi 


are palatial resiliences, two 9torie< Mgb, 
with a court in the center; the rooms built 
on the four aides, all communicating by 
door* and opening on verandas, in which 
are rare plants and birds. 
The rooms on 


the sotrth side have all the benefits of the 
snn and are lovely, carpeted with the most 
expensive carpets, chairs and sofas, covered 
with satin damask, elegant and expeusivo 
inlaid tables, exquisite vases and superb 
hangings. In short, in this city, so far fi-orn 
the civilization of Paris and London, one 
finds nothing wanting.; bnt the greatest 
displays of wealth are the mirrors—mirrors 
corresponding in size with the parlors, aud 
they are superb, and four and six in a room. 


I have never seen mirrors of such sl»> 


In tbe wealthiest houses in tbe stati".. 
Imagine these- mirrors and eoitly articles 
being brought from Vera Cruz to tbe City of 
Mexico ou the backs ot mules, before the 
English did the Mexicans the favor to build 
the railroad for them, The lower rooms are 
occupied by tbe' men servants and their 
families and for 
carriage houses 
and 


stables. The rooms fronting on the street 
are generally occupied as places ot business. 
In these lower rooms the sun never enters. 
being completely shaded by tbe veranda of 
the upper story, and, having no fires, are ex- 
ceedingly cold and damp. 
The walls ara 


stained with the dampness two or three feet 
from the floor. In sucli places most of the 
basineSH men spend their lives. 
I shook 


hands several times with gentlemen iu thes» 
offices, and their hands were as cold as ice. 
If you express surprise, in a cold, damp day, 
that they do not warm their buildings by 
artificial heat, they reply: "Going from a 
warm atmosphere to a cold one in the street 
would be sure to give one the pneumonia." 
Was ever any idea 90 absurd! Deaths by 
typhoid pneumonia-are quite as common as 
in the states. The houses belonging to the 
middle class are built on the ground floor, 
and only on one s!(Je,of an inclosure. 


The entrances from the street, the game 


for the family horses and carriages, are 
immense doors. They open on the garden, 
and the rooms occupied by the family are 
strung along one after another on one side 
of the inclosure, commencing with the 
parlor and ending iu the kitchen, stable, 
etc. 
There is no.hall. If you wish to.avoid 


passing through a room, or if you find the 
door fastened, you mnst go into the yard to 
pass on. In rainy weather I pas? my Urns 
in bed, to keep warm and dry. For days I 
do not leave my bed. The native ladies wrap 
themselves iu shawls, and the delicate ones 
remain in bed, and this "is the finest climate 
in the world," at least so Alexander Humbol It 
pronounced it But one could be sufficiently, 
or, rather, entirely comfortable if one could 
have a tire. They sav people do not live to 
an okl age in Mexico. I have a memorandum 
dated March 5 
It says that nearly three 


weeks ago it commenced to rain anil it ha; 
continued to rain ever aince, both day and 
night. One day it snowed; they said the 
mountains-Were white. 
Think of remaining 


nearly three weeks in bed only to keep warm 
and dry. 
But I must be contented and re- 


member that I am realizing a dream, or, 
rather hope, of almost a life time, to see the 
City of Mexico. I assure you, for one, that 
it has not the finest climate in the world. 
Give me the hot tmns and delightful sea 
breezes of Cuba. The natives say to me 
when I complain of the cold: "Oh, wait un- 
til April." But in the meantime I am abso- 
lutely suffering; I bave rheumatic pains for 
the first time in my life, and a bad cougb. 
Just believe that, for the present, 1 am 
heartily sick of my visit to Mexico, a filthy, 
dusty city in dry weather, and no western 
town, in the wild woods, is more muddy in 
wet weather. When you come to Mexico, 
don't come in the winter mouths. 
Remem- 


berl The sidewalks are never swept I was 
caught in a wind storm on the street one 
day in the dry season, and had to take refuge 
in a butcher's shop. Tbe dust rose above 
the two-story houses in such quantity that 
the opposite side ot tha street was invisible. 
The Mexican ladies seldom, the wealthy 
titter, walk their dusty streets. Many ladies 
are on the .streeta, but they are mostly 
foreigners. Carriage hire Is very reason- 
able—half a dollar an hour—and If you oc- 
cupy one * little, less than an hour, the 
driver is willing.to toko twenty-five.cents, 


I bave not been, to church recently, for 


with the doors all open. I feel BO much draft 
that I have had an increase of my cold each 
time that'I have ventured to go. Perhaps 
I eon. d find a sheltered spot in the cathedral, 
but bonnets are not allowed there. There is 
on* thing that greatly lateresti me hers: that 
Is to ese the churches open all the day and 
•very day of the week, and tbe people 
going In and out at 
I hours of the day. 


The cooks go in with aeir market baskets, 
tbe nuriej with the children, young and old 
ladies are constantly going in and out, 
especially in tbe middle of tbe day. On 
Sundays toe churches are literally packed, 
and crowds who cadbot find room inside 
are kneeling outside on the pavement, and 
there are four masses, if not, more, every 
morning. They certainly are very devoted. 
I have never, anywhere, seen such an ap- 
pearance of 
devotion 
during 
religious 


exercises as ia apparent in this country, 
both In the rich and poor. Kone seem to 
stay away for want of a new dress, or even 
for want of a clean one, 


Tbe beggars (yon nave never seen such 


horrid, dirty-looking creatures) go in, in 
tljetr-aith and rage—outwardly; but tha one 
who looks at the heart; and not at outside 


net or adttiowled.ze that he takes any 
particular interest iu religion. 
I admir 


the English in this respect. 
Their young 


men are Christians so far as being members 
of tho Episcopal chnrclt, and thinking it no 
shame, bnt a duty, to attend the servioes of 
the rhurch. Even if their piety is not of the 
str r: esc sort, it gives them a dignity of 
niannsr, a stability of character; for, there 
is DO ;enius, no character, however exalted, 
that li'oeSnqt n^efl the perfection that ran 
rv.ilv be obtained by converse with tb« 
Creator in prayar.
